AUGUST BETHEGE A STUDY FOR 
THE ALIENIST. 


LIKE A WILD BEAST. 


An Eight-Year-Old Boy Who Looks 
and Acts Like a Little 
Demon. 


Crouched in a corner of the observation 
ward at the City Hospital, like an untamed 
beast in captivity, 8-year-old August Beth- 
ege gives vent to demoniacal frenzy. Mur- 
der is his hobby. 

As told in the Post-Dispatch Tuesday, the 
Bethege boy appears to be a victim of 
hereditary insanity. His father’s mad 
work has resulted in the elaying of one 
man—ex-Policeman Mahon—and the wound- 
ing of several others. The murderous in- 
stinct In the boy is abnormally developed. 
Dr. Sutter, Superintendent of the City Hos- 
pital, says the case is in many respects re- 
markable. Physicians frequently discover 
hereditary ‘insanity, but such aggravated 
cases as that of the Bethege boy are rare. 
Yet, there is a possibility that he may bo 
cured. 

When the youngster was taken to the hos- 
pital Tuesday, he was extremely violent. 
Subsequently he became comparatively 
calm. 

The insane boy was seated on a cot 
Wednesday morning. As a Post-Dispatch 
reporter approached, he sprang from the cot 
and assumed a defensive attitude in a cor- 
ner of the room. 

‘Take that man away’!’’ the boy exclaimed. 
addressing one of the attendants. A furious 
frown covered h‘'s face. His eyes flashed 
madly. With clinched fists he sprang to- 
ward thc reporter. Then he attempted to 
scratch the face of the guard who stood near 
him. He kept up a continuous chatter—sim- 
ply an incoherent conglomeration of words. 
The boy is not lacking In vocabulary: He 
can use adjectives in a manner that would 
excite the envy of John J. Ingalls. 


The general appearance of the youth Is 
frightful. There is sOmething about him 
suggestive of the lower animals. In general 


form, shape and outline of features his face 
is gorilla-like. The low, reced.ng forehead, 
the prominent nose and mouth and the pe- 
cullarly formed lips indicate that the proc- 
ess of evolution was arrested in the Bethege 
boy. The wicked flash in his ever-shifting, 
bead-like eyes gives him a dangerous Jook. 
He labors under the halluc'nation that he 
is oe persecuted by enemies—thinks they 
are in hot pursuit. Thus he is alert and al- 
Ways ready to assume a defensive attitude. 
His vioience is periodical. Sometimes for 
several hours he remains quiet. 

He is well built for an 8-year-old and 
when in a frenzy it taxes the strength of the 
attendants to handle him. He is not 
strapped down for the reason that such pro- 
cedure would agitate him and aggravate his 
malady. A guard—and sometimes two—stay 
by him constantly. 

‘There is no doubt that the boy’s derange- 
ment is hereditary,’ said Dr. Sutter. ‘‘He 
is suffering from acute dementia. There is 
some hope of his recovery; yet. it is by no 
means certain. We frequently have heredi- 
tary cases, but it is seldom that we have 
such a patient as this boy. His mental fac- 
ulties are remarkably abnormal. He is in 
better condition than he was yesterday.” 


INSULTED WOMEN. 


Paul Martin Fined $50 for Demon- 
strating a Curious Phase 
of Perversion. 


Paul Martin’s trial in Judge Peabody's 
court Thursday developed a curious phase 
of perversion. He was charged with dis- 
turbing the peace. 

Dr. Harry Floyd, who has an office in the 
Union Trust building, was walking along 
Broadway Wednesday afternoon when his 
attention was attracted to Martin, who was 
walking slowly along the street in front of 
him. The sidewalks were thronged with 
fashionably-attired women, and Dr. Floyd 
observed Martin brush close up against a 
knot of women shoppera several times in a 
peculiar manner. 

Twice the doctor observed women whom 
Martin had just passed suddenly become 
greatly agitated and frightened, and look- 
ing around after the fellow, while they 
conversed in excited whispers. . 

Dr. Floyd quickened his pace and over- 
took Martin. He kept a close watch on 
him, unobserved. He discovered that when 
Martin met a good-looking woman he would 
place his hands on her in an offensive man- 
ner. 

Dr. Floyd was boiling with rage at the 
fellow’s audacity, and at first thought of 
personally chastising h!m. Then he de- 
termined to have him arrested. He follow- 
ed him to Union Station before he met a 
policeman, There he had Patrolman Thomp- 
son arrest Martin. 

It was impossible to get the testimony of 
any of the women Martin insulted, but on 
Dr. Floyd's testimony he was fined $0. He 
made no defense. .

It was while working there that the idea 
came to him to fit up a place in a large 
building where fair customers could enter 
as if visiting a lawyer’s or other business 
man’s office and thus be saved the annoy- 
ance of entering a place where a large foot 
placed in a show case at the window indi- 
cates to those who see them enter the ob- 
ject of thelr visit. 

About this time—when Mr. Smith dis- 
cussed in his mind the advisability of such 
an innovation—he was being treated at a 
dentist's, and he thought it would not be a 
bad idea to apply the Httle emery and 
pumice stone wheels he saw in use there 
to treatment of other extremities of the 
body than the head.

NEW YORK, July 1—The 8t. Louls Park 
Commissioners will probably not be op- 
posed by the Park Commissioners of this 
city when they endeavor to secure for For- 
est Park the statue of Pan.
